INFERNO OF FIRE 


BLASTS GERMANS’ 


British Continue the Awful 
Bombardment—Over Mil- 
lion Shells a Day Used. 
British Plan “Last Word in 
Scientific Warfare.” 


British Headquarters in France, June 
30.—(Via London.)—The fourth day of 
bombardment of the Ger- 
man positions sees no diminution of 
the volume of fire, which continues 
along the whole line without cessation 
day and night, cutting barbed wire en- 
tanglements, demolishing first and sec- 
ond lines of German trenches and plac- 
ing curtains of fire on the roads and 
communicating trenches. 

Considerably more than a million 
shells a day are being expended, and 
there seems to be no limit to the sup- 
ply. British infantry actions have 
been limited to raids under cover of 
artillery and trench motar fire, which 
ascertain the state of the German wire 
and trenches. The new type of Brit- 
ish mortar is capable of such rapid fire 
that six shots_in the air at once proved 
highly serviceable, both in cutting of 
wire and the smashing of trenches. 


Like Glare of Aurora Borealis. 


Last night the sky from twenty to 
thirty miles in the rear toward the 
east was brilliant, as if with the glare 
of the Aurora Borealis, from dusk to 
dawn. From a point near a group of 
batteries, the correspondent witnessed 
a scene of grandeur under the canopy 
of a cloudless and moonless night, with 
broad sheets of flame and ugly flashes 
and darts of fire over the area of ac- 
tion. Today the sun is breaking 
through the overcast sky for the first 
time in three days, and is welcome to 
the artillery observers. 


“LAST WORD IN WAR” 
ADOPTED BY BRITISH. 


Paris, June 30.—The plan of opera- 
tions now being used by the British 
troops on the French front and which 
the French seem to be adopting is the 
“last word in scientific warfare,” de- 
clares a French officer, who has been 
in close touch with gperations since 
the beginning of the war. 

“The nocturnal expeditions of Brit- 
ish patrolling parties into German first 
line trenches,” he said, “which seem 
to many of the uninitiated as without 
result, become the essential feature of 
the attack on lines fortified as those 
held by the Germans on this front. The 
first thing in. order is the destruction 
by heavy artillery of the concrete shel- 
ters, perfected with cosummate asci- 
ence. The second is to reconnoiter and 
make sure that the destruction is com- 
plete, for a single machine gun left 
intact under a shelter can alone stop 
an infantry assault. The third is the 
destruction of the barbed wire defenses 
and it is only then that infantry can 
be prudently ordered to attack. 

“The only means of gaining the ab- 
solute assurance of the first object 
attained is to to the spot and in 
these operations British troops are 
showing the Germans, as well as the 
French, gomething new in the tactics 
of siege operations.” 

“Personally,” added the officer, “I

Foresight of 
regimental authorities in enforcing the 
stringent recruiting requirements when 
the war summons was first issued te 
responsible for the remarkable show- 
ing. 

Due to the fact that companies K, L 
and M are still to undergo medical ex- 
amination, no official report has been 
compiled and figures are unobtainable. 
The names of the men disqualified 
will not be available until either to- 
morrow afternoon or night. The state- 
ments of Majors Page and Harrell are 
founded on their personal observations. 

Six Hundred Are Examined, 

More than six hundred men weré 
examined Friday, owing to orders from 
Washington to expedite medical inspec- 
tions. All members of the medical de- 
partment concerned in today’s labors 
were exhausted tonight. Many of them 
unable to leave their tents for sup- 
per, which is served the federal offi- 
cials in Macon. é 

The campaign is’ being conducted 
with the view of preparing the national 
guard for a momentary call to the fron- 
tier.

Colonel Hall is elated over the 
Fifth’s examinations, as well as the 
health of his regiment. _Three troop- 
ers are in the hospital, one from nau- 
sea induced by anti-typhold innocu- 
lation, which was today administered 
to every man of the Fifth. 

Captain W. E. Welsh, U. 8S. A., senior 
officer at Camp Harris, announced to- 
night that he had been advised by 
the war department that shoes, the 
equipment most needed for the Georgia 
troops, are now in the hands of the 
express company and én route to Ma- 
con, at least three days earlier than 
has been expected. This means that 
the Georgia guard will be supplied at 
a date far ahead of the time antici- 
pated.

‘To Segregate Mexican Expenses. 

menator Simmons and Representative 
Kitchin emphasized tonight that they 
were in hearty accord with the treas- 
ury’s proposal to segregate the ex- 
Penses of the Mexican situation from 
the ordinary government expenditures. 

Senator Simmons said the proposed 
bond issue would be restricted to pay 
only this one class of extraordinary 
expenses. 

“The bonds .would be issued for this 
purpose only, all general preparedness 
expense involved in the army reorgan- 
ization and naval construction meas- 
ures to be met by revenue legislation 
now under consideration,” said the 
senator. ‘‘We believe it to be the best 
policy, and that will be the recom- 
mendation we shall make to congress.” 

Representative Kitchin declared he 
strongly favored a bond issue, and be- 
lieved that course would be adopted. 
The appropriations in the supply 
bills and the estimates submitted to 
congress on account of the expenses of 
mobilization and other conditions at 
the border, he said “approximate $1286, - 
000,000. These and all other neces- 
sary appropriations on account of Mex- 
ico, whether we have war or not, should 
be met by bonds.”

LASTING PROHIBITION 
SOUGHT FOR RUSSIA 


Duma Passes Measure Perma: 
nently Barring Strong Al- 
coholic Drinks. 


gy hey dg June 30.—(Via London.) 
The duma today passed the bill per- 
manently prohibiting the sale of 
drinks containing more than 1% per 
cent of alcohol. The measure must. 
be passed by the upper house and 
signed by the emperor before becom- 
ing a law. 

According to the terms of the bill, 
strong drink means any liquor con- 
taining more than 1 per cent alco- 
hol and, therefore, includes light wines 
and beer. Amendments proposing a 
change in the definition. .of alcohol 
were summarily rejected by the duma, 
and the bill was passed in its exact 
form 28 drawn up by the committee. 

Passage of the bill by the upper 
house and its approval by the emperor 
would mean that all Russia will be- 
come a strict prohibition country. 


EQUIPMENT OF TROOPERS 
DELIVERED BY MEXICANS 


El Paso, Texas, June 30.—Twenty- 
two horses, twenty-one saddles and a 
quantity of rifles, pistols, ammunition 
and clothing captured at Carrizal,’ to- 
day was turned over at the interna- 
tional bridge here to American milti- 
tary authorities. The horses were 
bréught to the Mexican end of the 
structure by a’ peon and driven across 
to the American side, where awaiting 
troopers caught them.

and even overbearing notes. 

The memorandum was issued at the 
same time that the foreign office au- 
thorized publication of Secretary Lan- 
sing’s recent note. 

Emphatically reiterating the Mex- 
ican government’s position denying 
the right of the United States to keep 
armed bodies in Mexico, the memo- 
randum denies energetically that the 
Mexican government has protected 
bandits who had committed depreda- 
tions in the United States, and defies 
Washington to produce proof of the 
assertion. 


SCOTT AND FUNSTON 
BITTERLY ATTACKED. 


Blame for the Santa Ysabel mas- 
sacre is placed on the socalled impul- 
sive and irascible disposition of 
Charles Watson, general manager of 
the Cusihuiriachi company; and Gen- 
eral Scott and General Funston are 
accused of bad faith and lack of 
honor in misleading General Obregon 
in an alleged evasive reply regarding 
the crossing of American troops into 
Mexico after the Glenn Springs raid.

ant answer was being prepared there, 
and expressed the belief that a break 
between the two governments was un- 
avoidable.

The per- 
manent things will be accomplished 
afterward, when the opinion of man- 
kind is brought to bear upon the is- 
sues, and the only thing that will hold 
the world steady is this same silent, 
insistent, all-powerful opinion of man- 
kind. 

“Force” can sometimes hold things 
steady until opinion has time to form, 
but no force that was ever exerted 
except in response to that opinion was 
ever a conquering and predominant 
force. -

VERDICT OF MANKIND 
SOUGHT BY WILSON. 


“I think the sentence in American 

istory that I myself am proudest of is 
that in the introductory sentences of 
the declaration of independence, where 
the writers say that a due respect for 
the opinion of mankind demands that 
they state the reasons for what they 
are about to do. I venture to say that 
a decent respect for the opinions of 
mankind demanded that those who 
Started the present European war 
should have stated their reasons, but 
they did not pay any heed to the opin- 
ton of mankind and the reckoning will 
come when the settlement comes. 

“So, gentlemen, I am willing, no mat- 
ter what my personal fortunes may be 
to play for the verdict of mankind. 
Personally, it will be a matter of jn- 
difference to me what the verdict on 
the 7th of November is, provided I feel 
any degree of confidence that when a 
later jury sits I shall get their judg- 
ment in my favor. Not my favor per- 
sonally—what_ difference does that 
make?—but in my favor as an honest 
and conscientious spokesman of a 
great national convention.

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THE FRIENDSHIP OF JAPAN. 


In mos: significant and striking response 
to demands from the Mexican ,provtsional 
government, Japan: has effectively exposed 
the machinations of the anti-Japanese 
jingoes in the United States who have bee 
bent upon bringing about war between the 
two countries. 

When troublesdeveloped between Mexico 
and the United’ States, the Carranza gov- 
ernment applied to Japan with a view to the 
establishment of a trade relation through 
which Carranza might secure such arms and 
ammunitions.as he needed. It was a direct 
and -poinied eifort based upon the theory of 
anti-Americanisentiment in Japan, to bring 
about a Mexican-Japanese alliance. 

Happily, the-Japanese authorities were 
big and broad emough very promptly to turn 
down the Carranza proposition, notwith- 
standing the fact that they had a perfect 
right under international regulations to 
enter into the arrangement, [n fact, we are 
asserting that.right today jn connection with 
our commerce with European natiens now 
at war. We have informed the European 
powers, all of them, that they are welcome 
to all of the arms and ammunitions they 
can get from this country, and we are stand- 
ing upon recognized international law as the 
basis for that position. 

So that if Japan had followed the prece- 
dent set by the United States, and had an- 
swered affirmatively the Carranza request 
‘for war supplies, as it had a perfect right 
\fo do, it would have meant an inevitable rup- 
tire betwcen this.country and the Japanese 
government. Not that we would -or could 
have denied the right to Japan to ship arms 
and munitions. to the Mexicans, provided 
they could get them there, but that there 
would exist under such circumstances so 
many possibilities of complications that we 
could scarcely have expected to avoid a 
rupture. 

An element of anti-Japanese jingoes in 
this country is doing, and has done, its very 
best for several years to involve the United 
States in war with Japan. It ig no fault of 
that element that we have not long since 
severed diplomatic relations with that coun- 


try 


The Japanese attitude in this crisis shows 
that they are bigger and broader than the 
so-called. American jingoes who have been 
trying to involve the two countries {n\ war. 
It is an attitude the American government 
should not only appreciate, but reciprocate. 

What would have happened to us on top 
of our trouble with Mexico—where in deal 
ing with a little country in an absolute state 
of anarchy, disrupted by five years of revo 
lution, we had to send both the regular 
army and the national guard—if a nation 
as well prepared as Japan had stepped over 
to Mexico, to the Philippines or Hawaii, and 
taken issue with us? 

“What sort of a fix would we have been 
in if Japan, 4s well prepared as any nation 
in the world, had sought to intervene when 
it took every man and gun we could muster

“What Troops Are Made Of” is fhe sub- 
ject of an éditorial in The Washington 
Times, calling attention to the physical 
shortcomings of many who are anxtous to 
be enrolled with their country’s defenders, 
and stressing the need for “individual pre 
paredness,’ since “to keep well and fit 

should be’every man’s own business.” 
The article is timely in its general appll-

How many men bétween twenty and 
forty years of age out of one hundred 
selected by chance are fit now for the 
bare physical rigors of a campaign, let 
alone its military demands’ How many 
could become so in a month or two 
months? 


And here is a fairly good test of physical 
fitness proposed for those who may desire 
to enlist for military service: 

Let any fellow who wants to find out 
whether he is fit try to run a quarter 
mile at a fair pace. Let him try a walk 
of, say, twenty miles and see what sort 
of shape his feet are in at the end. Let 


him do some of the gymnasium exercises 
he knows and never does. 


The point is made by our Washington 
contemporary that “here is a form of pre 
paredness which ig purely up to the indt- 
vidual.” It is, first of all, a duty he owes to 
himself—to keep in as fine fettle as pos- 
sible.

-crimiml courts would meet with the 
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Judge Hammond Urges 
Favorable, Consideration 
Of Public Defender Bill 


Editor Constitution: I desire, once more, 


to bring before the public my contention that | 


a public defender is needed for the proper 
administration of the criminal laws by the 
courts in Atlanta. Many weak and helpless 
persons .are brought into these courts, 
charged, with the yiolation of the criminal 
law. Some of these are not guilty, but they 
are utterly helpless. They are brought be- 
for the bar of the court for trial, and the 
court asks them if they have any lawyer, 
and they respond in a dazed sort of way that 
they have not The court then appoints 
some lawyer, who happens to be present in 
the court,.to defend them. He does the best 
he can; but there is no provision of law to 
pay him, and despite his best efforts the 
prisoner, at least sometimes, goes to the 
chaingang unjustly, or receives a,longer sen- 
tence than he should have had if his case had 
been properly investigated and prepared in 
advance. 

That this sometimes happens, 
all cases of weak and helpless persons 
charged with .crime ought to be _ care- 
fully and diligently looked into from the 
standpoint of the party accused, can be 
proven by all fair-minded men who have 
made even a casual examination of the cmim- 
inal. procedure of our courts. There is so 
much passion and malice and oppression in 
the administration of the criminal law, not 
on the part of courts and officers, but on the 
part of prosecutors and those who work up 
cases, that it is necessary, in furtherance of 
justice and right, that an investigation should 
be made by an able and impartial officer of 
the court in every case. 

Tried in Other Cities. 

_ The time has come in the history of crim- 
inal jur&sprudence when an officer of the 
law should be provided, whose duty it should 
be to probe the cases brought by interested 
Parties and detectives against weak and 
helpless persons. If any man who has. had 
experience in these matters can suggest a 
possible reason to the contrary he ought 
to come out in the open and make it appear. 
it cannot be done. On the contrary, many 
States are at work today demonstrating the 
unquestioned benefits and advantages of this 
wise and beneficent plan. Prominent among 
these is the city of Los Angeles. The plan 
has been tried there for several years and 
the six superior court judges of that city 
State unqualifiedly that it has proven a con- 
spicuous success. And the prosecuting at- 
torny there, who was at first strongly op- 
posed to it, has become a convert. 

it has worked well, and the judges say it 
has Saved the county money. Mr. Mayor C 
Goldman, of the New York bar, in comment- 
ing on the practical working of this law. in 
Case and Comment, says: 

“The Los Angeles experiment is significant 
and impressive, and must be persuasive. It 
takes us away from the realm of theory, and 
affords a concrete, practical] illustration 
which we may Well be guided by.” 

The same author Says again: “The fa- 
vorable comménts of six Los Angeles judges 
of the district attorney of Los Angeles and 
of the Los Angeles press, are eloquent 
tributes to the efficacy and necessity of a 
public defender.” 

If the judges of our criminal courts do not 
recognize the necessity for a public defend- 
er, 1¢ may be said in reply that they do not 
KNOW, and cannot, in the very nature of 
things. As upright judges they simply sit 
upon the judicial bench’ and administer the 
law. They can not and do not get in touch 
with the accused person. All they know is 
what they see and hear from their elevatea 
position on the bench. They may, and dota 
less do, have warm and generous impulses 
and instincts that prompt them to want to 
lend a helping hand to the ignorant, the weak 
and the oppressed, but.they are clad in the 
judicial ermine, wrapped closely about them 
ana” théy - cannot Drotect the Weak and >. 
norant. Nor can they get behind the ‘scenes 
and ferret out motives. All they can ai 
is to look and Histen and decide bv what sie 
pears on the surface. it is impossible for 
them to protect the weak and helpless, or to 
prevent oppression and injvstice. : 

Commissioners Do Not Know.

No one 
thinks they would willingly be an instrument 
of injustice, but they do not, and cannot, 
know® None of them are lawyers, and they 
have had no experience in criminal proce- 
dure. They administer an income of largely 
more than a million dollars, Principally ‘in 
building roads traversing the county in all 
directions, and have solemnly decided that 
they cannot spare $3,500 a year to defray the 
expense that would be necessary under this 
law. Doubtless they decided honestly, ac- 
cording to the best iight they had, but they 
don’t know.

Georgia's house of representatives 
positively and emphatically refuses to 
rest unnecessarily. For the second 
time it turned down a proposal to ad- 
journ until the day following Inde- 
pendence day, and it turned the pro- 
posal down with even a greater show 
of unanimity than it did last Thursday. 

The second attempt to bring about a 
cessation of labor until July 5 was over 
with Friday in rapid-fire order. 

““All members in favor of concurring 
in senate resolution to adjourn until 
10 o'clock Wednesday, July the fifth, 
say ‘aye,’”"’ ordered Speaker Burwell. 
About Half a dozen members responded. 

“All opposed, ‘no.’” 

“No!” came from all corners and 
the center of the house. The speaker's 
announcement that “the ‘no’s’ have it” 
was drowned in the general applause, 
and thus the house declared for the 
second time in two days that it insists 
upon working Monday, although a little 
later on—at 12:15 p. m.—a motion to 
adjourn until Monday at 11 o’clock was 
carried unanimously. j 

Accept Chamber Invitation. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
invited the house “9 be its guest at a 
dinner on the night of July 19. No 
sooner had the invitation been read 
than Representative: B. J. Fowler, Ma- 
con, introduced a resolution that the 
invitation be accepted, and the house 
concurred unanimously. Just what will 
transpire’ at the proposed dinner can 
only be surmised, but there are rumors 
éurrent, both in and outside the mem- 
bership of the legislature, that some- 
thing of a nature bearing upon possi- 
ble legislation at this session will be 
“uncorked.” 

Shortly after the house convened, 
Judge Samuel B. Adams, formerly of 
the state supreme court, and now pres- 
ident of the board of education of Sa- 
vannah,: was granted the privilege of 
the house, and sat through the session 
and subsequently appeared before a 
meeting of the judiciary committee 
when a bill to permit Savannah to levy 
a special school tax was considered and 
favorably reported. 

The state supreme court a few days 
ago held the levy of school taxes by 
the Chatham county board of county 
commissioners to be illegal, and a bill 
was introduced by the Chatham dele- 
gation to provide for the funds of 
which the Savannah schools will be 
thus deprived, by special levy. Unless 
this act is passed, said Judge Adams, 
the Savannah schools will be unable to 
continue. A remedial bill was intro- 
duced originally in the senate by Sena- 


tor Lawrence, where it has been fa-'§ 


-yorably reported and passed the second 
reading, and where it will come up for 
third reading and,enactment early next 
week. 

The house voted to make a vote on 
the proposed weman suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution a special or- 
der of businéss July 7. A suffrage bill 
was introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Wohlwender, of Muscogee. 


Abolish Fee System. 


The first bill to be passed by the 
house at this session was that to abol- 
ish the fee system in Columbus Dy 
amending the act covering the compen- 
sation of city and court officials.

“German heavy artillery has been in 
action during the day on the front be- 
tween Souchez and the Hohenzollern 
redoubt, and also about Oijitztje.’’ 


KOLOMEA FALLS 
TO THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, June 30.—(Via London,) 
The Russians have captured the town 
of Kolomea, in East €4alicia, according 
to the Russian official communication 
issued today. : 

The war office also announced the 
capture of the town of Obertine, south 
of the Dniester river, and villages north 
and south of that point. 

The statement follows: 

“In the region south of the Dniester 
we are pursuing the enemy. The 
Austrians, panic-stricken in their flight 
are leaving behind a large number of 
convoys. Military material and more 
prisoners have been brought in, 

“According to telegrams received 
here, the town of Obertine was taken 
after a fight, as well as villages in 
the neighborhood north and = south. 
Northwest of the confluence of the riv- 
er Lipa and Styr our detachments under 
command of Colonel GrembezKy ap- 
proached unperceived the settlement of 
Covbane and a Village of the same 
name and took possession. After hav- 
ing put the garrison of Covbane to 
the bayonet we took possession of the 
village to which the enemy had fled 
in panic. Some prisoners were taken 
by us.” 

The statement continues: 

“The troops on the Russian left wing 
today took the city of Kolomea, the 
fost important railway center in Ga- 
licia. The enemy continues to fall back 
westward, occupying positions previ- 
ously prepared. 

“Northwest of Kimpolung the enemy 
attempted an offensive with large 
forces.

ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, June 30.—<Spectial.)—The 
movement into sight for the week was by 
far the largest ever known in the last week 
of June. In fact, twice as large as normal. 
The mills’ taking on the hand have often 
been exceeded... The total mills’ takings 
foot up less than 12,700,000 bales with just 
one month to go. In round figures the 
mills’ takings are 487,000 behind last year to 
this date and the difference looks like it 
might grow larger instead of smaller, and 
the 14,040,000 which the mills took last 
year looks improbable this year. In fact, a 
dispassionate view of the situation suggest 
final figures on mills’ takings at 13,700,000. 
The crop growth about 12,100,000 and the 
commercial crop about 12,400,000. The net 
result, if these figures be correct, would be 
a reduction of the stocks of cotton the 
world over by 1,600,000, but to this must be 
subtracted an increase of mill stocks, of 
about 200,000 bales and leaves the net an- 
swer that we will face the new crop about 
1,400,000 statistically better off than a year 
ago, but a year ago cotton was selling at 
9%c to 10c for October and December, 
where today it is selling at 13%c to 13 %c. 
The crop today looks better than a year 
ago and the acreage is larger. Germany 
was managing to secure a little cotton dur- 
ing July and August last year, but appar- 
ently from this date forward Germany can- 
not be expected to consume a bale of Ameri- 
ean cotton. Tomorrow report is expected 
to ship crop condition of about 79 and an 
acreage approximating 35,000,000. Unless 
both figures are under this level we do 
not think the bulls will find any encour- 
agement. In fact their most recent argu- 
ment is the weevil, but it is quite too early 
for any one to prognosticate what the 
weevil will do. The government entomol- 
ogists recognize June 20 as the very begin- 
ning of the weevil season.

The opening shot against the tax 
equalization bill of 1913 was fired fn 
the senate Friday morning by Senator 
A. S. J. Stovall, of the thirtieth dis- 
trict, who introduced a measure which 
calls for the repeal of the act of 1913 
and proposes to place our taxation 
problem upon the same basis as it was 
prior to that act. 

The author of this measure, always 
-g@ bitter antagonist of the equalization 
@ct, asserts that it has not done what 
its advocates claimed fé@r it. “Under 
the first year’s operation of the act,” 
. $ays the senator, “the tax rate was re- 

‘duced from 5 to 4%- mills, or 10 per 
cent, but the taxable values were in- 

creased 10 per cent, leaving the state 
With the same returns and the people 
with the same burden. The new sys- 
tem not only produces no better re- 
sults, but the cost of its maintenance 
fs variously estimated to be between 
$75,000 and $100,000.’ 

Furthermore, Senator Stovall says 
that there is just as much invisible 
faxable property which is not on the 
books as there was‘before the equaliza- 
tion act. At the last session of the 
legislature a protest against the un- 
equal working of the act was made by 
the following senators: Fagan, Tram- 
mell, Adams, Callahan, Thomas, 
Sm-th, Ransom, McCrory, McFarland, 
Stovall, Tison, Paulk of the fifteenth, 
Harrison, Haralson, Turner, Fletcher, 
Moon, Goolsby, Tracy, Bailey, Mc- 
Laughlin and Bailey.

WILL URGE LAWS 


Farmers’ Union, Railroad 
Brotherhood and _ Labor 
Unions Will Hold Meeting 
to Lay Plans for Campaign 


For the purpose of formulating a 
joint legislative program to be pre- 
sented to the present state legislature, 
with such features as conserve the 
allied interests of the farmers, railroad 
men and labor unionists of Georgia, @ 
joint mass meeting of the Georgia 
Farmers’ Union, the Railroad Brother- 
hoods, comprising the four big> rail- 
road unions, and the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Labor will be held at 
o’clock Sunday afternoon at Frater- 
nity hall, No, 439% Marietta street. 

This announcement was made Friday 


by Louie P. Marquardt, president of the | 


Georgia Federation of Labor, who has 
been active in past months with the 
view of joining the hands of the labor 
unionists, farmers and 
in a single, political purpose—that of 
advancing their business interests 
through remedial legislation. 

The legislative program that will be 
adopted at Sunday’s meeting has prac- 
tically been drawn up, and needs but 
the ratification of the 
joint committee will be named to push 
the desired legislation at the present 
session of Georgia's law-making body 
at the state capitol. 

J. J. Brown, president of the Georgia 
Farmers’ Union; W. C. Puckett, of the 
legislative committee for railroad train- 
men; Charles H. Barrett, 
the International Farmers’ Union, and 
Louie P. Marquardt, of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor, will be the prin- 
cipal speakers. 

“Will Stick to Friends.” 

When President Marquardt was ask- 
ed if the three bodies expected to in- 
dorse any of the present candidates 
in Georgia’s political field, he replied 
ee. 

“But,” he continued, “labor does ex- 
pect to stick to its friends, and as there 
are many candidates now 
both in the gubernatorial and legisla- 
tive races, labor will have opportunity 
to discover just who its friends are. 
When this is ascertained we will then 
pledge our support.” 

The warehouse bill and the Torrens 
land title bill will most probably be 
pushed forward by the Farmers’ Union, 
in which they will be backed by the 
railroad men and the labor unionists, 

With the railroad men there is un- 
derstood to be a movement on foot 
to have them wave every other legis- 
lative desire and place all their efforts 
towards securing the passage of the 
semi-monthly pay-day Dill. 

The Georgia Federation of Labor in 
the joint legislative program that is 
expected to be adopted at Sunday’s 
mass meeting will lay stress upon its 
factory inspector's bill, which is so 
designed as to clothe the state with 
sufficient authority and police force to 
enforce the child labor law. 

The tentative legislative program of 
the three organizations, namely, Tor- 
rens land title bill (farmers), semi- 
monthly pay-day bill (railroad men), 
and factory inspector's bill (labor 
unionists), does not necessarily mean 
that each organization cannot separate- 
ly push other legislation that they have 
been seeking for some time. The adop- 
tion of the joint program stipulates 
that the three organizations pledge 
themselves to work for the passage of 
the measures adopted Sunday.
